Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The applicant's proposed amendment to claim 1 , wherein the 
limitation "directly", would be added to the claim such that "the first participant communicating directly with the second 
participant". The examiner agreed that the proposed amendment would overcome the rejection of Wang et al M since 
Wang et al. disclose the first and second participants communicating "indirectly" via the mobile device.
